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Attorney for Sirhan Admits 
He Told Lie in Another Case

Attorney Grant B. Cooper, a 
member -of Sirhan’s three-man 
defense team, spent three 
hours 'before a grand jury in- 
quiring into certain aspects of 
the recent friars Club card 
cheating trail in which Cooper 
represented ojne of the de- 
fendants. 

The grand jury is studying 
reports that Cooper obtained 
access to transcripts of secret 
grand jury hearings that pre- 
ceded the Friars Club trial. 
The transcripts had not been 1 
made public, and were not - 
supposed to be available to de- j 
fense attorneys.

dian Phil Silvers was found on 
a -counsel table near Cooper in 
July during the Friars Club 
trial. 

In . conferences with U.S. 
District Court Judge William 
P. Gray at the time Cooper re- 
portedly told the trial judge 
he found the Silvers trahscript 
on a table in the court room. 


“I didn’t tell the truth,” 
Cooper said Friday, “because 
it would have pointed a finger 
at my client”. 

Cooper declined to reveal 
where he got the transcripts, 
pleading the privacy of the 
lawyer-client relationship. He 
will appear in court again 
Monday on the issue.
